SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The school year 1954-55 opened in September with 
Sullivan’s school buildings in excellent condition. Both 
rooms were freshly painted and floors varnished. Fluores- 
ent lights had been installed in the Center school and these 
met with the hearty approval of the state health inspector. 
Storm windows were installed on the East School too. These 
improvements made both buildings more comfortable and 
healthful for both teachers and pupils. 


The educational program was strengthened with some 
additional new textbooks and an encyclopedia, globe etc. 
and the program is in the hands of two capable teachers 
whom the district is fortunate to retain in their positions. 


A long range view of school facilities in Sullivan indi- 
cates that no increase in enrollment may be expected from 
children now living in the community, though this condition 
may change if many new families moved into town. A 
glance at the grade enrollment chart printed in this report, 
will show that at least until 1959, our resident pupil popula- 
tion is static. 


It is time, however, that the citizens of Sullivan gave 
serious thought to combining their two buildings into one 
structure and thus providing up-to-date and modern com- 
forts and conveniences for its pupils. Modern toilet facilities, 
adequate playground space, running water, central heat, 
a kitchen and dining space for a hot lunch program and 
many educational advantages of a combined school, should 
not be denied to our children because of an expenditure of 
a few thousand dollars per year. 


A careful study of the report of the school study com- 
mittee appointed at the last annual meeting, should be made, 
with a view toward taking action in the March 1956 meeting.
